Stephenson married Esther Blouvett March 2 1847. Census. records 
ijditeate they had at least 10 children, s@ they got their donation’s 
worth from the school! Their oldest ght d, Samantha, was six when 
they eave the land. (On Aug. 25, 1878/shéf/married Jacob Auten(D, page 
200) the 1850 census shows that Charl was born in France, and Court 
Records (AP 367) show that Charles Stephenson was born in France on 2 
February 1828, emigrated from Neutrick in the Spring of 1838, arriv- 
SUemIWeN  ethat same Spring. Other records show that son Perry Dayton 
Stephenson(spelled various ways) married Mary Patterson Sep. ll, 1881. 
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Stevenson served in the Civil War, and returned to Adams County--in 
1870 he still had six children in school; by 1880 he was deceased or 
gone, his son James a servant in the James Wagoner home, and Esther 
Steveson, 49, father born in Germany, mother in Pennsylvania, is 
living with Perry D., then 24 and farming; the two older daughters, 
Rosa and Ellen, were home sick with ague, Teresa and Elmer were also 
in school. Next door, unemployed for three months, was Emanuel 
Steveson,.28, laborer; his wife Melean, 29, and three children-- 
Levi, Matilda, and Charles. Rosa married Bazil Everhart 29 Mar 1884, 
and the younger Ellen married A. Brandyberry on 5 May 1883.

LONGTIME MEMBER DIES 


James F. Halberstadt, Jr., 71, Adams County Veteran Service Officer, 
and founder of numerous local, area, and state organizations based on 
descent from military veterans or pioneers, and valued member of the 
Adams County Historical Society, died suddenly and unexpectedly of an 
apparent heart attack Nov. 26, 1983. Halberstadt assembled the various 
lists of veterans of American wars in the 1979 History of Adams County.
